HIGH DIVORCE 


RECORD IN OHIO 


Columbus, Sept. 
15.— One 
out of 
every seven barks launched on the 
matrimonial seas in Ohio is wrecked 
on the reefs of divorce, according to 
figures announced Tuesday by Secre­ 
tary of State ilildebrandt. 
Last year there were 47,001 mar­ 
riages in the state, and 6,507 divorces 
granted, a decrease in both divorces 
and marriaegs over 1013, when there 
were 6.712 knots untied while the 
wedding bells toller 49,562. 
Most of the 
divorces are granted 
for absence, gross neglect of duty and 
drunkenness. For absence an i neg­ 
lect 1,091 husbands and 2.SIO wives 
secured divorces from their mates, 
while 365 wives secured divorces on 
the ground of drunkenness, while only 
16 meif could prove to the court s 
satisfaction that 
their 
wives were 
fond of liquor. 
For cruelty 221 husbands and 1,241 
wives secured divorces; 24 husbands 
and 26 wives secured divorces on the 
ground of fraud, while 298 husbands 
proved their wives had been intimate 
with other men and 224 wives proved 
their husbands had been unfaithful. It 
was the first time in the history of 
Ohio that so many women were con­ 
victed of wrong-doing. 


Monroe and Clinton counties were 
tied with the lowest number of de­ 
crees for the year— six apiece. During 
the year there were 9,603 suits filed, 
2,735 refused or dismissed and 6,507 
granted, leaving 6,749 pending on the 
dockets at the close of the year.
